3. Claims 35,36 and 38-43 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a process for metal deposition 
comprising an aqueous solution having one or more metal activator species wherein the one or 
more activator species are oxidized to generate hydroxyl species, etching the substrate with the 
hydroxyl species generated from water as a result of presence of the metal activator the metal 
activator species being one of the claimed agents. The prior art teaches applying an activator, 
reducing and metal plating but does not disclose or suggest forming hydroxyl species by 
oxidating the metal activator and using this to etch the substrate.
